The time is up next Saturday 
night, and Manager Carr, not being 
able to have the owners make the 
necessary 
changes, 
was 
getting 
ready to vacate on that date. How­ 
ever he will remain at the Grand 
theater, for the time being at least, 
as State Inspector Blakely gave him 
an extension of thirty days when he 
called on him in person yesterday. 
The building is not unsafe, but the 
improvements were ordered in ac­ 
cord with the new law 
that every 
precaution for the safety of the peo­ 
ple might be taken.

Jack Surat, the boy 
baritone at 
the Palace theater, who has a big, 
full and well developed voice for a 
young chap, and who has more than 
made good since he came here, owes 
much of his early success to Willard 
Kincaid, the popular and well known 
musician 
who died 
in 
Rushville 
about two years ago. At the time of 
his death Kincaid was fast climbing 
the ladder of success in the business 
end outlie music world, and was the 
third man, in point of position, with 
the big firm of Jerome Remick, the 
largest 
music 
publishers in 
the 
world. 
Kincaid had 
charge of a 
number of the Remick stores in the 
middle west cities and under his di­ 
rection about twTenty-five piano play­ 
ers and an equal number of singers 
were employed. 
He ahvays kept his 
ear to the ground for 
talent. 
At 
Toledo, Ohio, he chanced to hear of 
a good voice in the Trinity church, 
where boys and young men were em­ 
ployed to sing in the choir. 
There 
he heard Jack Surat. 
At that time 
the boy was in knee breeches and 
had a soprano voice. 
Kincaid met 
him the next day and gave him a 
trv-out at the big Milner store. The 
boy made good at once. 
Not only 
with Kincaid, but with the head of 
the firm who, heard him soon after­ 
wards as the papers were giving him 
no end of press 
notices. 
Remick 
took him on to the main office in De­ 
troit where he sang for professional 
I>eople who came to look over new 
songs for their 
acts and 
shows. 
There Surat met and became ac­ 
quaint ed with many of the leading 
popular music 
composers 
of the 
country, for the Remick office is a 
rendevouz for them. 
The finn sent the lad with the big 
voice to one large city after another. 
He was a hit everywhere. Surat got 
the vaudeville bee and doubled up 
with a dancing girl and for several 
months played 
on the big 
circuit. 
When his soprano choir boy voice 
began to change he lost his power 
of entertaining, but immediately took 
up stage dancing and got a partner 
who could sing. 
It was just a few 
months ago that his singing voice 
began to return, but when it did it 
was clear, matured, well 
rounded 
baritone. 
Critics who have 
heard 
him 
sing, and 
know the 
circum­ 
stances surrounding his voice, pre­ 
dict a bright future for the lad. 
Surat was more than pleased when 
he learned Willard Kincaid was a 
former resident here. When he was 
with “The Broken Idol” the big Whit­ 
ney musical comedy, he sang for an 
encore—out of gratitude to the one 
who gave him his first professional 
start—tile song “Sleepy Lou,” which 
Kincaid composed and gave to a girl 
working in 
one of the 
St. Louis 
stores. 
She made quite a sum from 
the ro3Talties; 
for nearly a year, 
while the song was selling, she drew 
down about 
eight 
dollars a week 
from it. 
Kincaid composed a num­ 
ber of other pieces, but as it was an 
unwritten law of the firm that those 
in a position to push the sale of mu­ 
sic—men 
occupying 
executive and 
prominent business positions—could 
not have stuff published he always 
gave his efforts to others. 
Surat says he is going to try and 
get a number of the Kincaid com­ 
positions and songs and have a Rem­ 
ick Night at the Palace theater soon.

Zarcone refused to pay the black­ 
mail and instead drew a revolver. 
Gambino also drew a pistol and the 
battle began. 
Zarcoue was joined by 
two friends, and all of them fully 
armed, pursued Gambino, firing as 
they ran. 
Gambino emptied his re­ 
volver twice at his pursuers during the 
four blocks of the chase and as he 
dropped dead with seven bullets in his 
body, in front of his home in Fifth 
avenue, his young wife and a great 
crowd saw the three pursuers over­ 
take him and beat his skull in with the 
butts of their revolvers. 
As a policeman broke through the 
crowd Zarcone’s two friends escaped. 
He was arrested. 
The crowd, mad­ 
dened by the assault on the dead body, 
tried to take Zarcone from the officer, 
and for a moment it looked as if there 
would be a riot. 
But more policemen 
quickly arrived and beat the crowd 
back and Zarcone was taken to the 
station. 


BOTH NEED BIG CENTRAL NUNES 


The Indiana-lllinois Coal Field Proves 


a Bone of Contention Between Great 


Rival 
Interests.— The 
Steel 
Trust 


Needs 
the 
Coal 
for 
Gary 
Plant, 


While the Rock Island Folks Find it 


Equally Important to Control the 


Field and Are at Present Masters of 


the Situation. 
it* 
Terre Haute, Ind., April 1 5 — The 
“Rock Island crowd” has called H. C. 
Frick’s bluff and the “crowd’s” repre­ 
sentatives have perfected a deal by 
which thirty mines and vast acreage 
of coal laid s in the Indiana-lllinois 
field are under their control. 
The 
steel trust desires this field from 
which to feed its furnaces at Gary. It 
is the nearest to Gary of all coal fields. 
The Dering m erger company people, 
who are of the Rock Island interests, 
several weeks ago offered the Dering 
fourteen mines, and some others to 
the trust and the sale was about to 
go through when Frick overruled his 
associates in the trust and declared 
the deal off. 
Yoakum, the Rock Is­ 
land magnate, went to him to exert 
his pressure and it wTas reported that 
Frick “even told Yoakum where to 
head in.” 
Then Frick sailed for Eu­ 
rope. 
. 
There were strained relations be­ 
tween the Dering company and the 
trust and a receiver was appointed for 
the mining company and the court 
was told in the application for a re­ 
ceiver that the trust wras withholding 
payment of $213,000 for coal sold to 
the Illinois Steel company and the 
American Steel and Wire company, 
subsidiary companies of the trust. The 
latter had tried to use this means^ for 
coercive purposes. 
In Judge Kohl* 
saat’s court in Chicago on Monday an 
agreem ent was made by -which the tw'o 
steel companies paid $201,000 on the 
two bills. 
It is predicted that as a result of 
the deal now just perfected the Dering 
receivership will soon be dissolved. 
The deal includes the leasing of the 
Dering mines to the Brazil Block Coal 
company on such term s as will give 
better value to the Dering stock and 
bonds. 
Instead of “heading in” the 
Dering people have gone ahead with 
a plan by which the steel trust will 
have to pay still higher prices for the 
properties Mr. Frick said were offered 
at such big figures that he woulA not 
consider them.
